Campus-wide protest 
Board fires Morris

Waves of indignation swept ac- 
ross campus vesterday after CSUS 
Foundation 
Eugene Morris was tired Wednes-

Yesterday morning Morris was 
met at the foundation's office by 
CSUSCampus Police Chiet Donald 
Yelverton and University Con- 
troller Joseph Surra as he went into 
his office to clear out his personal 
belongings : 

And Morris had a big audience 
Over 35 concerned students and 
faculty gathered to watch the clean 
out. Support was also offered by 
‘Foundation employees, who said 
in a press release that they were 
“appalled and demoralized” by the 
tiring 

Moments after Wednesday 
evening's closed session ended, 
CSUS President James Bond an- 
nounced that the board voted 8-4 
to fire Morris. 12-0 to give him 90 
days pay and 7-4 to direct him to 
vacate his office immediately, tur- 
ning ever any foundation files to 
the administration 

Morris gave nothing to Surra or 
Yelverton other than files he 
cleared out of his own office yester- 
day

meeting he said. “One can only 
wonder why the administration 
wants these files...l can only sur- 
mise that there must be something 
the administrauon doesn't want 


the public to see.” 

The teur votes to retain Morris 
cume trom the faculty members of 
the board. And at least two of 
them--Joan Hott Wilson and Mur 
tu’ Work--said they planned to 
resign in protest of the board's ac- 


thon 


Wilson said the board's closed 


session Was a “kangaroo court” 


and she planned to call tor a 
Faculty Senate investigation of the 
issue 

“I! there’s been any charge, it’s 
the crme of honesty. He has been 
accused of being legally rigid and 
he’s being torcedto resign.” Wilson 
said 


Morris also demed he had done 
anything wrong. “Ido not go out of 
here with anything other than my 
head erect. he told reporters as he 
left the foundation office yesterday 
morning, 

He said he operated the toun- 
dation in the best interests of the 
university, students and faculty 


An auxiliary organization 
chaired by Bond. the foundation 
last year administered some $1.7 
million in grants, funds for student 
assistants and bequests 

Just as Morris was leaving the 
ioundation office, however, it was 
learned that his request for a final 
payroll check had been delayed un- 
til he signed a statement indicating 
he had taken nothing other than hts 
own belongings from the foun- 
dation 


Morris had refused earlier to 
sign the statement saying that it 
was “just another example of the 
gross character assassination that 
this administration has perpetrated 
against me.” 

At the board meeting Wednes- 
day, the board refused to allow the 
meeting to remain open after Mor-

Faculty Senate Chair Chris 
Dycr-Bennett termed Morris’ dis- 
missal as an “appalling exercise of 
arbitrary power.” 

He said a committee is being 
formed to investigate Morris’ 
firing. 

And Albeftt Delisle. a biological 
science professor, said he is 
withdrawing a $250,000 bequest to 
the foundation from his own per- 
sonal estate as a result of the 
decision 


Government John 
Livingston commended Morris 

“It's a rare occasion when 
someone has the courage to defend 
their integrity.” Livingston said.

Handicapped get 
few job offerings

Handicapped Students Services 
Job Placement Counselor Barbara 
Barsalou has placed 14 CSUS han- 
dicapped students in Sacramento 
area jobs since she started in 
September 1975 

Ot the 14, ten are California 
State Department of Vocational 
Rehabilitation clients. According 
to Barsalou, they “did not mind me 
tuking over their caseload. They 
think its fantastic.” 

More than 300 CSUS students 
ure handicapped. But only a small 
percentage are involved with Han- 
dicapped Students Services (HSS) 
‘Most do not wish to be identified 
as disabled.” said Barsalou. “And 1 
don't have enough time to contact 
OW students.” 

Ot the 40 students she has con- 
tacted about joining the HSS. most 


have indicated they didn't need the 
services because they already hada 
job or were otherwise contented 

Barsalou ts not disabled. When 
asked whether this caused some 
disabled students to avoid jorming 
HSS. she said. “No one. as vet. has 
ever contronted me with such a 
question.” 

Myths are the major obstacles 
in finding a job for handicapped 
people. said Barsalou. “Ideas like 
they are not suited toremployment 
or they are too great a risk on the

Another iardship in job 
location tor the handicapped ts the 
bureaucracy according to Bar- 
salou. “The ‘arger the bureaucracy 
the more difficult itis. You have to 
go through so many different con- 
tacts before someone has an atten-

While discussing the “Ritchie 
amendment,” one cannot overlook 
the group which will be most 
vulnerable — the staff. By provid- 
ing that “mer” shall be 
“paramount” in layoff procedures, 
the California State Universities 
and Colleges (CSUC) Board of 
Irustees have taken away the one 
thing the staff has going for them 

job security in the form of 
seniority 

The statf already has no decent 
grievance or reclassification 
procedures, has a 
probationary time (one year) than 
other state employees (six months), 
and must take off their own time 
for meetings and conferences 

What makes the staff especially 
vulnerable to the “Ritchie 
amendment” is that 1 subjects 
them to the favoritism ot 
management. While the faculty 
may have some peer evaluation of 
“merit”, the staff are at the total 
mercy of their bosses 

This means that all staff, in- 
cluding maintenance and clerical, 
new employees as well as 15 - year 
veterans must be willing to “Uncie 
Tom” it just to keep their jobs. The 
“Ritchie amendment” also sets up 
an ugly competition between staff 

It is interesting to note that the 
staff was the original target of the 
“Ritchie amendment”. The faculty 
was slipped in as an ¢‘terthought 

How wiil these adverse working 
conditions for staff affect students 
and others in the community? Gail

Editor's Note: This commen- 
tary is a reply to the March 4, 
commentary’ by Dave Miller, 
editor - in - chief.

It's not often that editors 
disagree over editorial opinion, but 
let us test that freedom of the 
student press that Hornet Editor 
Dave Miller supports 

First of all, CSU Long Beach 
was the only faculty edited 
newspaper we came across at the 
California Intercollegiate Press 
Association (CIPA) conference 

What Miller and others failed to 
realize at the conference, and 
elsewhere, was that most student 
newspapers are run basically on the 
same plan as the Hornet. That is, 
the faculty adviser reads the paper 
after it is printed and makes correc- 
tions or comments on that paper. 

The Hornet is by no means uni- 
que as a student newspaper. Most 
of the Hornet people at the 
conference were not surprised that 
the paper came up empty - handed 
when it came to awards. That's 
about what last semester's 
newspaper deserved. 

I personally do not like being 
depicted as a mickey - mouse type 
of press. All | can say to Miller is 
the old cliche, “If the shoe fots,

graduation materials, depends on 
the clerical support staff. If the 
morale of staff is dramatically hurt 
by the threat of layoffs. this has to 
affect the type of work done by 
clericals.” 

The implication of the “Ritchie 
amendment” for all state em- 
plovees is that they must 
worry about their job security 

Since the staff of the entire 
CSUC system represents a large 
number of state employees, a 
significant precedent will be set in

denying these employees job 
security. This will affect students, 
many of whom will be state 


workers when they graduate 

It ts obvious that the “Ritchie 
amendment” involves more than 
“academic freedom.” State 
workers are fighting for what other 
unions fought for 30 years ago. Job 
security is a right, not a frivolity to 
be bandied about by those in 
power 

In fighting this “Ritchie 
amendment” CASE will be holding 
two regional conferences, March 6 
for southern California and March 
13 for northern California to deter- 
mine strategy

When Miller addressed the ac- 
tion of the ‘Long Beach journalism

What are the two assailants 
thinking about the campus police 
while still attending classes” 


it is not too way out to suspect 
that they could rationalize vic- 
timizing someone else. figuring 
something like “another crime 
couldn't hurt us much more. we're 
probably going to jatl anyway.” 

Or, to make things more un- 
fortunate for the coach, the as- 
sailants have a golden opportunity 
to flee and avoid a possible jail 
sentence 

The victim is bringing suit 
against the attackers for assault 
and battery, but he may never go to 
court if the men aren't ap- 
prehended 

The coach also said that he 


thought the men were angry at 
something else and that he was the 
ubject of their frustrations 


“They kept saying to me, ‘just 
don't say anything,’ ” he said 

The individual was not hassling 
them and yet something major oc- 
curred over a minor happening. 
that being the coach asking them to 
leave the gym. The gym was closed 
because it was a holiday. 

If the campus police do not 
arrest and jail these assailants 
soon, they could “let out their frus- 
trations,” on someone else. 


The coach paid the price, and it 
is long overdue for these attackers 
to get what is in store for them in 
the hands of the law if the 
University Police can handle more 
than giving parking tickets

Just a few inaccuracies | wish to 
correct in your front page article on 
part - time faculty problems in the 
Feb. 25 Hornet: and to thank you 
for your concern 

My reinstatement for the spring 
“76 semester is not probationary. It 
is a full and unconditional 
reinstatement. The nature of part - 
time appointments ts such that we 
are always considered as tem- 
porary employees; we are hired on 
a semester by semester basis, and 
without inclusion in the tenure 
statute of the California Education 
Code 

The reinstatement is, in effect. a 
recognition of my seniority rights 
for my previous ten semesters of 
continuous employment by the 
university 

In addition, by court order of 
the Calitorma Superior Court of 
Sacramento, | was granted protec- 
tion of the new legislation for tem- 


porary faculty grievances. 
Education Code 24315  (er- 
roneously reported as 29315 in 


your article) 

In effect. ceverage under 
Education Code 24315 ts an 
acknowledgement of my _ con- 
tinuous employment during the 
year and a halt I was unemployed

while litigating this case 
As a matter of fact. the case 





never did go to trial. It was settled 
out of court through negotiations 
between my attorney and the at- 
torney general's office. I did sue the 
university for back pay (amounting 
to about $9,000 tor the three 
semesters | was deprived of em- 
ployment), but | agreed to drop the 
back pay in exchange for full 
reinstatement and _ protection 
under 24315 

In view of the turmoil and chaos 
apparent tn the university em- 
ployees affairs at present (e.g.. the 
“Ritchie amendment”), perhaps it 
would have been more practica! to 
go for the money and scuttle the 
job 











At any rate, here | am, the pluc- 
ky, middle-aged son of an Italian 
immigrant, to haunt the Enghsh 
Department heads, who refuse still 
to acknowledge my reinstatement 
and my seniority rights, still quib- 
bling over trivia, and insisting that 
their dubsous merit - rating system 

the infamous “priority list,” 1s 
legitimate, yet, on another front, 
lobbying furiously against the 
trustees for passing the “Ritchie 
amendment.” which would deny 
them (the full - time tenured faculty 
and employees) their hard - earned 
seniority rights. 

Strange paradox! Some 30,000 
employees and their unions bat- 
thng the impending merit system, 
yet imposing it unashamedly for 
the past several years on part - 
time, temporary faculty. 

Experience has shown over and 
over again that the same abuses oc- 
cur under a merit - rating system, 
even by supposedly high - minded 
faculty in an institution of higher 
learning; that evaluations frequen- 
tly reflect the arbitrary judgments 
of those in authority, and are based 
upon elitics -within the 














department, factionalism, _ per- 
sonality differences or professional 
disagreements 





| have always tried to maintain 
‘my disagreement with the 
traditional methods of teaching 
English ona professional level. Un- 
fortunately. the English 
Department heads have made it a 
personal tissue, not only denying 
me “due process” when they fired 
me (and it was a “firing”. depsite 
the department's euphemisms) but 
also blatantly violating the policy 
of the School of Arts and Sciences 
granting protection of part - time 
faculty rights, including semiority

Dennis Banks. American In- 
dian Movement leader, and Tom 
Hayden, United States Senate can- 
didate, staged a press conterence in 
Sacramento yesterday to outline a 
campaign to oppose Banks’ ex- 
tradition to South Dakota 

Banks. one of the Wounded 
Knee takeover leaders, faces retur- 
ning to South Dakota in connec- 
tion with a 1973 demonstration for 
equal treatment of Indians through 
the justice system, The specific 
charges against Banks are inciting 
a riot and assault 

According to Banks. he wouid 
not stay alive 20 minutes once in- 
side the penitentiary. One reason 
for such a statemeni is the general 
anti - AIM sentiment throughout 
South Dakota and that the threat 
has become more evident 

South Dakota's attorney 


general has stated. “The best way 
to deal with AIM leaders ts to 
shoot them in the head.”

Hayden told reporters that he 
and Banks were to meet with 
interested state legislators later in 
the day in an attempt to add more 
influencial voices to that of Banks’ 
supporters 

“A political cry has to go out in 
Calitorma to Gov. Brown to save 
Dennis Banks from being des- 
troyed in South Dakota.” Hayden 
insisted 

Banks said that the extradition 
would be like “sending me back to 
death row,” and declared he'd go to 
“every state in the union” looking 
lor a way to avoid returning to

In addition to seopardizing his 
life. Banks said that in returning to 
South Dakota for trial, a fair and 
impartial jury would be impossible

“I'm not running away from a 
court battle.” he stated.

Social change in the United 
States can be achieved through a 
non - violent revolution, claimed 
George Lakey, well - known social 
activist last Tuesday in the Univer- 
sity Union Walnut Room 

“The more practical that people 
get, then the more non - violent ts 
the sensible thing to do.” stated 
Lakey. He added that people have 
a tendency to speak and think 
about violence idealistically, but 
when they're actually contronted 
with solving a situation, violence 
becomes impractical 

Lakey mentioned the economy 
and ecology as two pressures he 
received as a citizen of the U.S

Lakey claimed that 
these new institutions prove they 
are functional and can provide a 
real non - violent alternative. He 
added that they also stop the 
romanticizing usually associated 
with such alternatives 

In his final steps towards non - 
violent social change. Lakey 
presented confrontation, mass non 
- cooperation (which includes such 
ideas as strikes and boycotts), and 
finally parallel institution 

Parallel institution is) an 
ultimate shift in powers, explained 
Lakey. It is where an alternative to 
society has actually replaced its 
former institution. 

“Competition as a major value 
in the U.S. may predispose people 
to choosing violence.” stated 
Lakey. He also termed competition 
as a way of fighting within the rules 
and said if there’s enough pressure 
to win, then people will just go out- 
side of the rules to obtain that goal 

Lakey said that Americans are 
indoctrinated early towards this 
competitiveness. Younger children 
who often fight to become clas- 
sroom leaders was used as an illus- 
tration of this idea 

“Those early images are put in 
our heads about a man’s identity.” 
Lakey said. He claimed that males 
in the American society are the 
prime subjects to these ideas of 
competitiveness and violence 

Lakey has published a paper en- 
titled “‘The Sociological 
Mechanisms of Non - violent Ac- 
tion”. He also co - authored In 
Place of War: Inquiry Into 


Unarmed National Defense and of 
A Manual for Direct Action.

That tormer player is De King 
the agile 6-7. 240-pound center: 
trom Santa Barbara who quit the 
Hornet cage squad the last two 
vears due to personal reasons. King 
is still living in Sacramento and 
attending CSUS. but playing 
basketball for the Capitol City 
institute is the farthest thing from 

s mind right now 

Presently. King is living alone 
near the campus and seems quite 
happy with his new surroundings 
He has also changed his major 
trom Physical Education to Music 


King. a semor who averaged 
nine points and eight rebounds a 
game in nine contests this season 
quit the Hornet hardwood quintet 
during 
This season. King left 


the past two vears 
midseason 
Hornet coach Jack Heron a letter 
viving his reasons for dropping 
himself from the squad His main 


reasons were 


“Coach Heron has allowed 

much individualism on the 
team and allowed group par- 
ticipation to tall from the sport 

There is a lack of 


tovetherness on the team Ihe 
players are not pushed towards 
helping each other and the coaches 
sometimes fail to ermticize when it 
would be most beneficial to the en- 
tire team 

Since coming to CSUS, | 
could have used. but have not 
received help trom coach Heron in 
the following areas: procuring em- 
ployment on a steady basis. finding 
a suitable domicile and taking an 
interest in my persona! life. not just 
my ability on the court
